Prune and spray fruit trees, 
currants and gooseberries. 

Sow seed of summer cauli- 
flower, summer cabbage and 
sprouts in a flat to be kept in 
a covered cold frame or an 
unheated porch; then prick 
out into other flats. 

If soil of vegetable. garden 
not too wet to walk on, spread 
compost or old manure; dig 
into top few inches and leave 
rough.

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A WOMAN'S 
VIEWPOINT

Being unable, to my knowledge, to boast of hav- 
ing the slightest drop of Scottish blood coursing 
through my veins, I must admit there have been 
times when I’ve felt that our swiftness in striking 
anew tartan to commemorate each and every Cana- 
dian occasion was as pointless as asking a Quebecois 
to hoist a Tudor rose as his family standard! 


After reading parts of the diary of Andrew Muir, who 
arrived on Vancouver Island in 1849, I'm willing to “admit that 
my judgment was lacking. The exploits of his mother and Mrs. 
MeGregor would, in our day, undoubtedly see them being 

| awarded the MC, in spite of their skirts and falderals! 

On first reading, Mrs, Muir doesn’t sound a likely 
candidate for a heroine's role. She was 48 and had two 
grandchildren when the Muirs and the “McGregors arrived 
from. Ayrshire after a seven-month. trip in the ‘Harpooner”. 
Our middle-aged heroine had .a stomach that was less stout 
than her heart, resulting in many miserable hours in her cabin 
during the stormy periods. After the two families’ arrival at 
Fort Rupert, she was soon able to show that her sea-borne 
weakness was a very fleeting thing. 

In the early hours, the newcomers looked over the stockade 
to see 16 war canoes, manned by war-painted Indians, being 
pulled to shore, filled to the gunwales with: bloody heads taken 
from members of a tribe with which they'd just done battle. 


One Honor She'd Rather Be Without 


The warriors landed, set their booty on poles, and rushed to 
the fort, demanding, to see the white women. Obviously 
impressed with the stoic grandmother, they paid her the 
highest compliment in their power, that of offering her the two 
heads of her choice! 

Independent, and determined to get their rights, Andrew 
Muir and Mr. McGregor were accused of rank insubordination 
and made prisoners in the upper bastion when they refused to 
carry on working, after having repeatedly’ complained of the 
lack of proper machinery and pickets to ward off hostile 
Indians when working a distance from the fort. Andrew Muir's 
diary tells of how they were fed bread and water by the 
Hudson's Bay officials .and slept, with no bed, Cot ee bound 
by frons at night. 

The two wonién tried to smuggle food in but were kept 
back by the sentries. Undaunted, they kept trying and 
eventually. were permitted to take food to ‘the prisoners and 
finally succeeded in getting them parolled. <™ 

Undoubtedly, the Indians had nothing but admiration~for 
these intrepid ‘Scotswomen. Rallying to their cause, they 
paddled the two'men down toward the Straits, where the canoe 
hailed a schooner. ‘On board her, the two parolees were taken 
to San Franciseo. 


Truants Were Eventually Forgiven 


This part of the story has a happy ending. Ironically 
enough, the two men were showered with glory when they 
eventually returned to Victoria. Andrew Muir became the first 
sheriff of Vancouver Island while Mr. McGregor was appointed 
chief inspector of mines! 

After the escape, the Muirs moved to Victoria and. Mrs. 
McGregor started on the Jong journey to join her husband in 
the south. That must have been quite an endurance test, the 
greater part of the trip being travelled on the back.of a mule 
with the tiny woman giving birth to another baby before she

The MeGregors now lived in a small cottage outside the 
fort and near the water. For several years there was 
intermittent trouble between the Indians and the company. Only 
once was Mrs. McGregor in any real danger. 


Hid Her Babies in the Chimney 


_ One day a war canoe spilled a cargo of painted natives in 
ugly. mood_on_the shore. They surrounded the forest-locked 
cottage where Mrs. McGregor and three of her children were 
left alone. Seeing the Indians, she hid her babies in the 
chimney. They had been well schooled, there wasn't a whimper. 

Pale-faced but smiling, she went to the door, holding up her 
hand in greeting. The Indians spoke some dialect that she 
couldn’t understand. They pustred inside her home, apparently 
looking for the men of the house, Finding none, they went 
outside and held counciJ. By gestures, they intimated that she 
must go with them in the canoe. She smiled, although her knees 
refused to stay still, and held on to the doorway for support. 

At this moment, shouting like a lion, her husband ran from 
the shadow of-the-treesbrandishing -his- gun-as-he-came, The 
Indians took flight and the tall Scot chased them until he was 
waist-deep in water and their paddle strokes were as swift as 
the flight of birds. 

” Tt was not until he returned. to the cabin that his terrified 
wife permitted-herseif-the luxury of fainting. 

When I read about the bravery of such women as Mrs. Muir 
and Mrs. McGregor ¥ have no quarrel with their descendants’ 
enthusiasm for designing tartans. The colorful “‘battle honors” 
have been well. won.

Three persons drowned and an‘ 1l-year-old boy was cited 
for heroism in a boat accident at Tofino on Friday. 

Dead are John Jack, 65; Gloria McCarthy, 32, and Bruce 
Hill, 3 — all from the nearby Ahousat Indian reserve. 

Five persons survived including the boy, John Keitlah, 
who managed to paddle to-his.mother's side and keep her 
afloat also until rescued. 

His mother, Mrs. Margaret Keitlah, couldn't swim. 

Other survivors, who were tended in Tofino hospital, .in- 
cluded boat owner John McCarthy, his son James and young- 
sters Sheila and Frederick Hill.

‘The tragedy was blamed on 1 50-mile-per-hour gale which
